The Second Division of Eaaton'a Point, 
extending to what was known prior to the 
revolutionary war as Gravelly or Bull's 
Poini, terminates four hundred feet north 
from the Long-Wharf. 
Washington street, 


that runs from North to tjouth, passes 
through the narrows of Gravelly Point, and 
intersects the Long-Wharf, the wharf run 
ning east and west from its southern termi- 
nus. 


On each side of Washington strent, lots 


were planned and sold, usually tho purcha- 
ser purchasing the corresponding lot on 


b:>th sides of the way. Gravelly Point, 


which formo-l an arm and constituted the 
western boundary of the Cove, w«s situ- 
ated Cross the head of the Old Town Wharf 
at the foot of Queen street, now called the 
Parade, seven hundred and fifty feet west. 
There was an opening of this great breadth 
to the main harbour, which allowed ampin 
room for vessels of heavy tonnage to pass 


and repass as far north as Dridge street; 
and this will account for the construction 
of no less than ten whirvcs, in the Cove, 
several of which were more than four hun- 
dred feet distant, running west from Thames 
street. The building of the Long-Wharf 
closed this noble passage-way, so that ac- 
cess was had to this northern section ol the 
Newport ancient harbour by a Draw-biidge 
only.

:ion of [he Cove as it was and as it is now, to 
write more particularly of this beautiful re- 
realjin times of storms for vessels seeking 
shelter.

the Town in 1739.

division of this Point, an account will bo 
given in its proper order. 


It will bo seen from this delineation, that> 


prior to the building of the Long-Wharf, 


Uio land communication of Newport from 
Gravelly Point to the centre of the Town, 
was through Waihington, Bridge, Elm, and 
Thames streets.
